— Whereas the Central Government has full and exclusivo 
jurisdiction for , and in relation to the governance of tho areas comprisod within 
the boundaries as described in the First Schedule hereto annexed and bere 
after referred to as the " Doininion Reserve in Manipur " ; 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the effective exercise of the 
jurisdiction ; 

Now , therefore , in oxercise of the powerg conferred by sub -section (2 ) of 
section 6 and section 4 of the Extra - Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (XLVII 
of 1947 , and of all other powerg ( nabling it in that behalf , and in nupersession 
of the Notificntions of the Government of India in the Foreign Department 
Nog . 184 - 1B , and 536 - 1 . B ., dated the 12th March 1900 and of the late Political 
Department No . 178 - 1 . B ., dated the 19th August 1987 , the Centrai Govern 
ment is plensed to make the following order , namely : 
1. This order may be called the Manipur (Dominion Reserve) Applica 

tion of Laws Order , 1948 .

where the amount or value of the subject matter does not exceed 
five hundred rupees , and the Dewan shall be the Judge of such 
Court . 


0 . The Dewan ghall exercise the powers of a District Court as described 

in the Code of Civil Procedure , with jurisdiction in all original suite 
whatever be the ainount or value of the subject matter and in all 
other cases in which jurisdiction is conferred on the Distriot 
Court by any of the enactments specified in the Third Schedule 
to this Order , 


10 . Subject to the provisions of the enactments specified in the Third 

Schedule to this Order , and the provisions of this Order , appeals 
from docrees and orders passed by the Dewan in exercise of the 
powers of a District Court shall lie to the High Court of Assam 
which shall exercise the powers of a High Court for all purposes 
connected with the administration of civil justice in the 0908 to 

which this Order applies 
11. If on the face of any plaint presented in his court it shall appear 

that all the parties concerned are subjects of the Manipur State , 
the Dewan may if he thinks it , return the plaint for presentation 
to any court of the Manipur State, having jurisdiotion and the 
case shall then be triable in such court even though any or all 
of the parties are residents in the Dominion Reserve. 


12 . Any order passed , anything done or any action taken in any case 

or in relation to the said Dominion Reserve in Manipur with 
effect from the 15th August , 1947, by any officer or authority on 
whom powers are conferred under this Order shall be deemed to 
have been passed , done or taken in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by this Order and the provisions of this Order shall apply 
accordingly .

ing the fair retention prices for billets and other categories of steel as desired in 
Government s Resolution No. 3- T ( 1 )/ 48 , dated tiho 7th February , 1948 . 

2. The Board , having conducted an inquiry , has submitted its report. Its 
muin recemmendations and findings are as follows : 
( 1) The works costs of bot tnctal at the Hirapur works of the Indian Iron 

& Stoel Coinpany and nt the Tata Iron & Steel Co . are Rs. 62. 45 

und Rs. 46 . 36 per ton , respectively . 
( 2 ) The ex -works fnir retention prices for Pig iron (basic and foundry

As regards recommendations (4 ) and (6 ) Government have decided that the 
rates recommended by the Board As ex -works fuir retention prices plug Re. 16 / 
per ton for freight disadvantage should be fixed under the Steel Control Order 
As selling prices at Port with effect from the 1st November 1949 for a period of 
one year after which tho coats and the freight dişadvantage should be reviewed 
and revised prices fixed , if necessary .
